On June 22, 19%, Mr. Scott _ McLeod . Administrator, Bureau 
of Insnection, Security, and Consular Affairs, tfe^artment of State, 
advised ^r. Bartlett that he had received a letter from Oliver G. 
Williamson, who is ^hief 2>f Police at Milford, *New Hampshire. 
Mr. McLeod stated that at the time he was an FBI Agent in New Hampshire 
he contacted Williamson and that he, McLeod, knew that Williamson / 
at one time had been connected with the Communist Party and in talldaQg ' 
to "Williamson gave him every opportunity to confess his nast Communist \p 
activities; however, Williamson never made any mention of his oast. "^ 
Mr. McLeod advised that Williamson's letter stated that he is now M 
having some difficulty due to his former membership in the Communist 
Party and that he is now "on trial in nublic opinion'* and desires a "X 
letter from McLeod in Williamson's behalf. 

Mr. McLeod advised that he Plans to answer Chief Williamson 1 s 
letter acknowledging the receipt of it and stating that he is familiar \ 
with the matter in view of the publicity given the case in the w'ew 
Hampshire newspapers. Mr. Mcleod plans to advise Williamson that he ^ 
will be unable to be of assistance to him inasmuch as he knew Williamson'] 
was a member of the Communist Party at the time he was annointed Chief 
of Police at Gilford, New ^arpshire; tbat he kaew this because be was 
with the FBI in that territory at that time. -Mr. McLeod further nlans 
to 'tell Williamson that he gave him every opportunity to reveal his former] 
Communist association; however, Williamson never saw fit to do so, 
further, that the answer will include the fact that Williamson failed 
to cooperate with the FBI concerning this ^articular matter. Attached 
hereto are copies of the incoming letter to McLeod from Williamson 
and the drafted reply from McLeod to "'illit mson. 

A check of the Bureau files re fie cts that Oliver G ua tav 
WilliAmson is the subject of a pending inactive Security Matter - C 
investigation. The Bureau's investigation in this case reflected 
that Williamson was forn in Finland and is a naturalized U.S. citizen.

Agent in that territory at -that time, olus the fact that Williamson- 
did not cooperate with the FBI by revealing his oast activities, 
it would aooear that McLeod is bringing the FBI into this controversy 
where it is not necessary. It is believed desirable to advise McLeod 
by Liaison that the Bureau feels that it should be left out of this 
matter completely. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that through Liaison the Bureau advise 
Mr. McLeod that any reference to the FBI should be deleted from his 
answer inasmuch as the FBI does not desire to be brought into this 
controversy.

McLeod was out of town and arrived back late in the afternoon 
of July 7, I called him and told him that three or four weeks ago we had heard 
a rumble on the Hill that he was being groomed for the next Director of the FBI;
